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SLOW FREIGHT 


The government is coming to the rescue 


in the freight car jam. Eight agencies have 
been ordered to apply first aid methods to 
the emergency to get the ultimate use of 
cars now in operation, and to speed the 
building of more cars. 


The transportation shortage has reached 


a point where food is spoiling for lack of a 
ride to canneries, which are also not receiv- 
ing enough tin cans. Wheat is lying on the 
ground for lack of shipping and storage fa- 
cilities. Steel for factories, coal for power and 
heat, lumber for building, and scores of other 
products essential to industry are stacked on 
sidings instead of being shipped to their des- 
tinations. 


Under the new government program more 


ships will relieve the pressure on coastal 
trips. Shipping offices will work a six-day 
week, car loading and unloading methods will 
be speeded up to cut down the turn-around 
time, and materials will be made available 
to repair about 80,000 old cars and build 
about 40,000 new ones this year. Of the cars 
now in use about one-third are more than 26 
years old and subject to trouble any minute. 


If the government offices concerned can 


really concentrate on the situation and cut 
red tape to keep the freight moving, they 
can do much to inrrpasp trip rarwvc car. 
ried. Certainly the food should be moved 
before it goes to waste, and the other com- 
modities transported as fast as possible. 


Under present conditions, more than 50,- 


000 carloads of waiting freight would pile up 
every week this fall. Whittling down those 
mountains is a tremendous task, but every 
carload helps.

In the light against Communism in the United 


States, the strongest and most effective attack has 
not been made by employers or patriou. organiza- 
tions who often fail to grasp the revolutionary char- 
acter of this movement, but by David Dubinsky, 
Prsidcnt of the International Ladies' Garment 
Workers, a union whose members are largely immi- 
grants or first-generation Americans, except for 
the Npjjroi's who have-, of course, bern in this 
country nearly three centuries. 
Dubinsky himself 


was born in Poland and knows the [>orils of a life 
without freedom. 


The i.L.li.W. has some 3UU.UUU members, a third 


of whom are outside New York. It is a rich union. 
owning considerable real estate in New York and 
maintaining many social services for its members. 
It is a tremendously important political factor in 
New York State, being the backbone of the Liberal 
Party which broke away from tiie American Labor 
Party and the P.A.C. when the Communists gained 
control of their management. 


The Communists conduct a constant smear cam- 


paign against Dubinsky, the object of which is to 
conceal from the workers the outstanding fact that 
David Dubinsky, socialist and labor leader, is loyal 
to the United States and does not permit himself to 
be made a stooge for an alien power. 
Dubinsky is 


respected by some who oppose his party politics or 
even his union practices. Americans may differ and 
still respect each other. They may co-operate with- 
out compromising their principles. 


In a pamphlet by William Wrinstone. entitled 


"The Case Against David Dubiiiiky," the Commu- 
nists accuse him as follows: 


"During the recent war against Fascism and 


since then, Dubinsky has become an active agent 
for anti-Soviet intrigue and disruption, persistently 
working to undermine the coalition of democratic 
states. Moreover, he has allied himself with the 
ultra-reactionary elements in the labor movement 
and has joined forces with the political circles of 
Big Business."

that Dubinsky supports the United States rather 
than Soviet Russia and her satellites, Yugoslavia, 
Poland, Romania, Albania. Czechoslovakia, et al. 
When the Communists speak of democratic coun- 
tries, they mean those in the Communist group in 
which democracy is dead. Dubinsky believes in his 
own countryand its way of life. He refuses to 
hobble the United States with strikes at a time 
when the American people need production. As 
a matter of fact, one of the principal attacks on 
Dubinsky arises from his rejection of the strike 
as a weapon when results may be achieved by con- 
ciliation. This is what the Commies have to say: 
". . . I t (the I.L.G.W.) wanted to avoid a 


struggle at all costs and to demonstrate that 'Dub- 
insky's union,' unlike the C.I.O., is 'reasonable' and 
'conciliatory' and does not have to engage in strike 
struggles to win its demands. At the hearing on 
the demands of the dressmakers, Julius Hochman 
boasted 'Our industry is not going to be tied up; 
our workers are not going to go out on strike' (Jus- 
tice, March 1, 1946), sneering at the strikes in 
the mass production industries." 


In contrast, this pamphlet sets forth the Com- 


munist program for the United States in a year 
when we are short of goods at home and bear heavy 
responsibilities abroad: 


"But the struggle is by no means over. The 


trusts have succeeded, with the help of the Truman 
Administration, in raising prices which will cancel 
part of the gains and necessitates further battles. 
Anti-labor laws are being pressed, again with the 
help of. the Truman Administration, which opened 
wide the gates to a flood of reactionary legislation. 
There is no doubt that if the workers are to main- 
tain their hard-won economic and political gains 
and advance further, they will have to put forth 
the most militant efforts, fighting spirit and unity 
nn hnth the nnlitiral and economic fronts. 
To win 


they will have to deteat the UuDinsKy policy in tne 
labor movement." 
There are some who attack all labor leaders, 


oppose all labor unions, fight friend and foe indis- 
criminately. That is an obvious error. When a 
labor leader stands out firmly for American prin- 
ciples, he should be supported by those who believe 
that our way of life and not the Russian is right.

There is both practical and experimental evi- 


dence to indicate th;u noise produces fatigue, im- 
paired hearing, neurosis, decreased elliciency and 
emotional disturbances. Psychiatrists have reported 
that city dwellers can suffer frotn a type of civilian 
shell-shock induced by incessant city noises, and 
that noise and turmoil are irritants for every nor- 
mal personality." 


I am quoting Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon Gen- 


eral. U.S. Public Health Service who has the care 
of the health of all the people of the United States. 


The fact that Surgeon General Parran states 


that noise and turmoil are irritants for every nor- 
mal personality is comforting to all normal individ- 
uals some of whom may have thought that allow- 
ing noise to bother them is a sign of age or of 
"nerves". In other words it is the abnormal individ- 
ual who is not bothered by noiso.
